More-than one thousand cotton 
ers and industrialists gath- 
ered at Memphis last, night and 
prepared to strike back at what 
they termed “threats against free 
enterprise.” 

Members of the American Cot- 
ton Council, the delegates are 
massing for the organization’s 
twelfth annual convention which 
opens a three-day session, today. 

Principal worry of the cotton 
industry’s leaders are proposals 
of Truman's administration which 
they fear will lead to greater 
Government interference. 

Harold A. Young, ACC Presi- 
dent, will deliver the keynote ad- 
dress today and is expected to 
strike hard at the so-called free 
enterprise threats. 

Young’s address apparently will 
be a plea for the cotton growers 
and manufacturers to unite on a 
common ground against such ad- 
ministration proposals as_ the 
Brannan Agriculture Plan, a na- 
tional health program and other 
such items.

We want to do a little thinking out loud 
on the proposal to elect members of the 
General Assembly for a four-year term 
and to pay them an annual salary of $1,200 
instead of the present $15 a day while in 
session. i 

Proponents of the plan argue it would 
attract Legislators of higher caliber and 
higher standing in thei: communities. 
That may be. But it would be hard to 
find Legislators who command greater re- 
spect in their respective home communi- 
ties than, say, Fred Hand, Frank Gross, 
Walter Harrison and numerous others. 


We doubt seriously that the salary an- 
ple would be a «great incentive, even 
though it undeniably is true that members 
of the General Assembly iow spend more 
in representing their constituents than 
they get in pay from the State. 


The four-year term instead of the pres- 
ent two-year term, those backing the 
measure assert, would help to stabilize the 
General Assembly. It would make it less 
responsive to political pressures. The 
members, knowing they ace there for four 

years, could devote more time to their

ing political fences. Moreover, Governors 
now are elected for four-vear terms and 
the terms of Legislators and the Governor 
ought to coincide. 

On the other hand, theugh, a four-year 
term for Legislators also might serve to 
put them out of ‘ouch with changes in 
public sentiment. Usually, the Legisla- 
ture elected simultaneously with the Gov- 
ernor is controlled by the Governor. As 
matters now stand, the people have a 
chance, in the middle of the term, to ap- 
prove or disapprove the policies pursued. 
They can re-elect the majority or they 
can elect other representatives opposed to 
current policies. 

Then there’s “he matter of expense. An 
annual salary would more than double the 
cost of the General Assembly It is some- 
what ironic that a session which has shied 
away from tax revision and more revenue, 
which everybody admits must come soon- 
er or later, is so ready to consider a meas- 
ure that would add considerable cost to 
the State Government. 

At any rate, it is a matter the people 
ought to be thinking about. They may 
have to vote on it at the pdlls next No- 
vember.

- pers to Chambers for transmission to Com- 
munist sources. 


The trial, and the case, leaves many 


_ puzzling secrets yet unrevealed. Much of 


the evidence was circumstantial. Yet nei- 
ther Hiss nor his wife was ever able to 


* explain away some of the charges made 
- by Chambers, nor could they nullify some 


of his testimony which indicated familiar- 


ity with the Hiss household and the 
- family. 


There appeared in the trial a person 
much like Hiss, although lacking his back- 
ground of education and position, one 
Wadleigh, who said tHat he had for a 
time given the Communists state papers 
because he earnestly believed them to be 
the one bulwark of peace in the world. 
He had stopped when Russia signed the 
Hitler pact. But Hiss, a Quaker, who had 
gone to Yalta with ithe Roosevelt party, 
was never tied by testimony other than 
Chambers’ confession to any Communist 
activity or associatiuns. Two Supreme 
Court Justices testified as to his loyalty 
and character in the first trial. 

Yet, even to the layman there was al- 
ways something missing in his defense; 
some chapter in his 1ife which he would 
not or could not clarify. Most of the pub- 
lic had come to believe that until the 
Soviet-Nazi pact Hiss, too, had helped the 
Russians. The verdict is not surprising.

Now past seventy, we may assume that 
he is not interested in such a thing. 

Having been elected or appointed to about 
everything else, it is more natural to believe that 
Mr. Byrnes is merely seeking to round out his 
long and colorful political career with a term as 
Governor of his home state.

On Tax Revision 

(Ralph McGill is on vacation. During his 
absence prominent Georgians will contribute 


guest columns in this space. Today’s is by 
Albert S. Hardy, Editor and Publisher of the Gainesville News.) 


Georgians are not a self-satisfied people. They are ambitious that 
their State be a leader among her sister States. They are not 
content with their schools, their highways, their hospitals and 
many other activities which they have brought intp being, and they 
are giving constant thought to ways and means for making them 

r. 

For the greater part of its existence, Georgia has relied upon its 
ad valorem tax system to finance its activities. That has been 
rather easy because tangible property is out in the open where it 
is easily seen by. everybody. However, as we have added this 
and that service it has become necessary for us to adopt other taxes, 
some of which have come to be known as nuisance taxes. 

The tax that brings in more revenue than any other is the gaso- 
line tax. This was originally intended to apply altogether to the 
building of Georgia highways, but it increased so fast and was so 
easy to divert that we formed the habit of taking a big slice out 
of it every year and using it for other services of the State. To my 
mind, this is altogether wrong and should not be further permitted. 


Mi st : k Some years ago, when we needed money for other 

es things which we had put upon the State, we had the 
rentals of the Western & Atlantic Railroad to discount, which we 
proceeded to do until we finally discounted them for so many years 
ahead we forced ourselves out of this field. 

When the late former Gov. Gene Talmadge reduced automobile 
license tags to $3 per car, revenue from this source was reduced 
greatly, but inasmuch as a big portion of this revenue was diverted 
to other purposes than building highways, it doesn’t matter, anyway; 
besides, everybody seems content to pay only $3 for an auto license 
tag, anyway. 

Since we adopted something of a form of local option in Georgia, 
our take from liquor taxes has reached a large sum annually. Many 
Georgians favor State-owned liquor stores so that the State may 
acquire all the profit from the sale of alcoholic beverages and apply 
it to our schools or other services, but there is a preponderance of 
public opinion against that, as I see it, today. Furthermore, “likker” 
revenue affords one Administration to give another the dickens over 
how the law is administered, hence it would be something of a dis- 
aster for the politicians if we did not have this to fuss and fume over 
in every campaign year. 

-A recent magazine article I read said that last year 60,000,000 
Americans consumed 400,000,000,000 cigarettes, and that every year 
some 800,000 nonsmokers join the smoking ranks. Two out of every 
three men and two out of every five women and one out of every 
seven boys of 14 smoke cigarettes, for an average consumption of 
19 a day. We spend some $4,000,000,000 a year on.tobacco products 
and supplies—twice as much as we pay all the public school teachers 
in the United States. I do not know just what we receiVe from the 
cigarette tax in Georgia, which is five cents a package, but if we 
keep raising it, and nonsmokers continue to acquire the habit as 
they have in the past, it looks like we might raise enough from this 
source alone to satisfy our increased taxation needs. 


Rebellion everything in sight as well as ever:thing that can be 
thought of, the people will rebel. If I correctly interpret the pres- 
ent feeling of the people, they are now in about the humor to “kick 
out of the traces,” what with taxes becoming ro burdensome. It is 
well recalled that Georgians overwhelmingly defeated last April a 
$49,000,000 tax referendum which embraced what is known as the 
Minimum Foundation. Some people blamed Governor Herman Tal- 
madge for the defeat inasmuch as he did not open his mouth either 
for or against the proposal. It is possible that the proposal would 
have received many more votes had he heartily espoused it, but in 
view of hundreds of expressions I heard beth before and since the 
election, I have my serjous doubts as to whether or not it would 
have won even with his support. While the people of Georgia do 
want expanded services, I am not sure that they want as much or 
as many as the last April program called for. In other words, in- 
stead of being too little too late, it was too much too soon. 


Reform It appears to me that the people of Georgia heartily 
wish a system of tax revision. Thev «re, in my opinion, 
wholly dissatisfied with the reecent cominittee which failed to 
recommend to the January session of the Legislature a complete 
tax revision program. The committee spent much time and an 
estimated amount of $100,000 on a study of Zeorgia’s antiquated 
tax system, and yet failed to make any specific recommendstion to 
the General Assembly. Its excuse chat the forthcoming. session 
comes in a political year is not valid because, insofar as Geor- 
gians are concerned, they are up to their eyes in politics every year. 
At least for the past thirty or more years, Georgians have been 
discussing tax reform. Dr. R. P. Brooks, of the University of 
Georgia, is perhaps better informed on the question of taxation 
than any other Georgian with whom I am acquainted. Dr. Brooks 
has made a study of taxation over a period of many years and has 
served on committees by appointment of various Georgia Governors. 
He and his committee have made numerous recommendations, but 
= Mark Twain said about the weather, nothing has ever been done 
about it. 

Both the common schools and the cause of higher education are 
dear to the hearts of Georgians and if | read the signs aright the 
people desire that they be given better suppori. However they are 
not going to give their school officials carte bianche when it comes 
to spending; in other words, they are going to authorize given 
amounts from year to year, if tax programs are prcperly presented 
to them for their approval, but they are not inciined to turn the 
barrell upside down. What I am trying ‘o say is that while com- 
mon schools and higher education are close to the hearts of the 
people and they want to sustain and support them, the people want 
as little waste in their management as possible. They believe in 
better pay for teachers, but they want something of a selective 
system to be employed rather than across the board raises because 
teachers are just like other folks in that some are better teachers 
than others. Give the better teacehrs a greater proportionate pay 
than one not so good. 

In my judgment a sales tax is the fairest and easiest way for 
Georgia to raise what additional funds it needs to support and 
maintain its present and whatever expanded services its citizens 
wish to secure.

Alamo and Sam Houston 


Editor Constitution: Your implication in 
Editor’s Note under a letter headed “Texas and 
Dixie” on editorial page of your edition of Jan. 
11, that Texas was largely populated by immi- 
grants from North Carolina, Georgia and Ala- 
bama is not according to my book. You omitted 
the two States furnishing the most—Tennessee 
and Mississippi. 

Possibly the roll of the heroes of the Alamo 
is in a position to furnish a clue to the States of 
origin of the then Texans. There were few 
native Texan adults at that time. 

Of the 155 men butchered in the Alamo by 
Santa Anna 29 were from Tennessee, 17 from 
England, 13 from Virginia, nine each from Ire- 
land and Kentucky, eight each from Scotland and 
South Carolina, seven from Georgia, and so on 
down the line to one disputed between Alabama 
and North Carolina. 

Of the three leaders of that immortal band, 
Bowie and Crockett were from Tennessee with 
Travis disputed between Alabama and North 
Carolina. The backbone of their resistance was 
“Crockett’s Tennesseeans.” Sam Houston was 
sick and away from the Alamo at the time of 
the massacre else he would have been another 
victim of the crazed Mexicans. Incidentally, 
Santa Anna got his dues later, after his capture 
by Sam Houston at the Battle of San Jacinto. 

Everyone knows that the Mexican War was 
fought by Tennesseeans. For this the State was 
dubbed “The Volunteer State.” Half of them 
stayed after the war was won and became the 
basis of the Anglo-Saxon civilization of Texas. 
In 1870 Tennesseeans in Texas exceeded those 
from the three States you mention combined, 
by two to one. At the end of the century there 
were more inhabitants of Texas from Tennessee 
than from any other State. 

To think about the history of Texas and omit 
the Alamo, Tennessee and Sam Houston is absurd. 
O yes, Jessie Jones came from Tennessee. 

I am astonished to read such from the pen of 
Mr. Ralph McGill, himself a Tennesseean.. Of 
course I am a Tennesseean, having been born 
and raised in the friendly town of Athens, where 
the GIs took over a few years ago.

Now what about transport? We have national- ° 


ized the railways. They never were regarded as 
a@ paying proposition. But nationalized transport 
has not had a fair chance. Surely all reasonable 
people will agree that we must give this service 
the opportunity of reorganizing itself, of cutting 
out dead wood, and of developing along modern 
lines. 


Now what about other aspects of. Socialism? 
Certainly we have made an attempt to redistrib- 
ute . the wealth of the country—to put more 
money into the pockets of the poorer people of 
the community. 


But it does not follow that we have to pull 
people down in order to lift others up. There 
are two ways of raising the standard of living. 
Oneé is maximum production—using the national 
resources adequately, promoting the greatest 
efficiency in industry, modernizing our equip- 
ment, and cutting out obsolescence. 


The second method is to redistribute the 
wealth of the country. But it does not follow 
that the best way to attain this is by constantly 
raising wages to higher levels. It is necessary to 
do something in this direction, but the best way 
of achieving higher standards of living and redis- 
ices of — is to extend the social serv- 
ces 


What about the future of nationalization? 
Surely the State has the right toe step in and 
take control of an industry which is indispen- 
sable to good living, whether in relation to 
the building trade or household nééds, and to 
run the industry in the interests of the people. 


There is another argument that the Tories 
use against us. They say, “Oh, you boast about 
full employment.” And why not? But they 
argue, “lf it were not for Marshall aid there 
would be vast unemployment in the country.” 


This is a strange argument, because Italy has 
Marshall aid. And since the end of the war it 
has had $940,000,000. Nevertheless, last year it 
had an average of nearly 2,000,000 unemployed. 


At the present time we are enjoying lower 
prices in Britain hecause of food subsidies.

be a charge upon the wealth of the community. 


There is no ground for dispute about the 
principle of social services. But there is much 
room for debate about their recent rate of ex- 


sprouting fabric of the 

state. Conservatives want the best social serv- 
ices the country can afford, and they insist 
that these social services be judged by their ef- 
fect upon the character of the beneficiaries as 
well as by the cash and comfort they bring 
in times of trouble. To give all medical . 
attention and treatment freely leads to waste 
and abuse. It may be that diagnosis should 
be free, but something should be paid by all 
but the very. poorest for treatment, medicines, 
and hospital care. 


The Socialists stand condemned because they 
put the equal distribution of wealth in front of 
its creation, and because, instead of calling on 
the people to help themselves, they lull them 
with offers of State assistance whether they 
work or not. 


All experience teaches us that men and women 
are a mixture of ideals and self-interest, jealousies 
and self-sacrifices. Surely, if the best is to be got 
out of them, it is fatal to pretend that this conflict 
does not exist inside every man. 


I believe that if our people want again te 
pay their way in the world and earn a high 
standard of living they must work hard, 
accept personal responsibility and return to a 
system which, above a national minimum, 
rewards and penalizes failure. 


British production would respond to increased 
incentives. The automatic recovery after a war 
has spent itself, and no more can be expected 
from ministerial exhortations, accompanied as 
they are by crippling taxation, threats of more 
nationalization, and constant changes in controls. 

As it is, nine out of ten controls are designed 
to prevent you from spending money—your own 
or your firm’s—as you think best. The result 
may be more equal shares, but of an ever-shrink- 
ing cake.

If our postwar output had been all that the 
Government says it thas been, the situation would 
be gloomy indeed.

The Conservatives would cut Government 
spending, reduce taxation, and give incentives to 
those who increase the national income. 

Now that we have a full-blown democracy— 
one héad one vote, be that head male or female

the national income. The House of Commons 
must also learn this Jesson. 

The devaluation of the pound was the direct 
result of the’ failure to live within the national 
income. However much foreign aid a country 
receives, if it continues to spend more than its 
income from all sources that country cannot de- 
fend the external value of its money. As far as 
the Conservatives are concerned, this bleeding 
to death must stop. 

No one, except the So@alist leaders, is satis- 
fied with the first fruits of State ownership. Na- 
tionalization was thought up when the Socialists 
believed that the only way to deal with the 
wicked capitalist was to cut off his head. They 
were committed to this method when they won 
the election in 1945. 

It will be difficult to unscramble nationalized 
industries. The most that a Conservative Gov- 
ernment can undertake at once is to sell off some 
of the ancillary units of the nationalized indus- 
tries, lease larger units to private operators, and 
decentralize administration of the remainder.

As it is, nationaliza- 
tion has done no one any good.

But Uncle has gone ahead anyhow and leased 
its share of Schenck’s nonexistent minerals to 
some fellows unknown to him for 50 cents an 
acre a year the first year, nothing the second, and 
25 cents thereafter. As a taxpayer the book- 
keeping involved in this pains him sorely. 

He told the Senate Agriculture Committee 
that he’d gladly pay Uncle a reasonable price for 
all rights to the minerals that aren’t beneath his 
land. Just so he can sleep better at night. 


It turned out that in 1946 Uncle changed 
his mind about mineral rights and started 
selling them te buyers along with the top 
soil. That left the 22,000 farmers, who'd 
bought earlier, on the spot, Their neighbors 
could get mortgages; they couldn’t. The 
fellow across the road could dig for zinc; they 
had to get ag raptor ig Somer agama sagen 
in Washington and divvy the profits, if any. 
You can’t blame them for being bitter. 


But occasionally such stories as this have a 
happy ending. The House of Representatives 
already has passed a law allowing the unhappy 
ones to buy their land all the way down to China. 
The Senate committee’s attitude is favorable, the 
departments don’t seem to mind, and the odds 
are that the 22,000 soon will get rid of Uncle 
as partner. 

Let us hope that they all strike oil. I hate to 
—S — that he still will be waiting for-his 
share in the form of income taxes. He always 
wins in the end.

Nuttier 
Than We Think 


NEW YORK—Judging by Government statis-~ 
tics that have dropped in our lap, this nation is 
nuttier than one might suppose. 


About 8,500,000 Americans are squirrely in some dégree or an- 


other. 


That totes up to one out of every 18 persons. One in every 


10 persons will need psychiatric care at some time during his life. 


The bleak estimate is that 
8,334,000 people now living in 
the U. S. will be tapped on the 
shoulder by a man with a white 
coat and a butterfly net. Soon- 
er or later. 


In 1948 one out of every two 
hospital béds in the country was 
occupied by a patient with a 
loose scréw. And Only about 
half of those who needed treat- 
mént could get in. We need 
350,000 more beds of neuroses. 


INCLUDING hos  pitalization 
and loss in earnings, our people 
black out to the gross loss of a 
billion and a half dollars each 
year. Care of the mentally ill 
will cost taxpayers about $400,- 
000,000 this year. 


At the time of selective 
service, one out of every eight 
of the millions examined be- 
fore induction were rejected 
for neuropsychiatric reasons, 
As for those medically dis- 
charged by the Army and 
Navy, about a third were fre- 
turned to civilian life because 
of belfry bats. 


All but about two percent of 
the millions who have been put 
away are in public hospitals. We 
have 586 hospitals and 855 clin- 
ics for the mentally deranged, 
but the shortage is so acute that 
actually six states do not have 
a single community psychiatric 
clinic of any type. 


We spent three times as much 
in barber shops and beauty par- 
lors in 1948 than we did to care 
for the people in mental institu- 
tions. On the basis of 664,399 
patients in mental and nervous 
hospitals, the U. S. public health 
service is spending only $1.84 
per year for research into the 
cause and cure of each victim. 

We spent more than 60 times 
as much for research in the con- 
trol and cure of plant and ani- 


mal diseases; and 40 times as 
much to inquire into the hoof 
and mouth disease. We invested 
$94 per person in infantile paral- 
ysis research. 


REFORMS are slow but, as in 
the case of New York State since 
Governor Dewey ordered more 
attention paid to the deranged, 
sure. But by 1947 we were still 
spending only $549 a year on 
long-term patiénts. In 1942 we 
spent 22 cents a day on their 
food! 


In 1948 there were 4,765 psy- 
chiatrics in the U. S. and only 
half of these held diplomas from 
the American Board of Psychi- 
atry and Neurology. It is esti- 
mated that we need 20,000 addi- 
tional experts to handle our peo- 
ple who have blown their tops.

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- A Mother Writes 
About Polio

One day last Summer the phone rang 
and a friend, Elizabeth Coates James, was 
on the line. “My little daughter has polio,” 
she said, “and she would like to get a card from Harold 


Martin. Can you arrange it?” 

No stranger to such requests from unknown moppets, Harold 
grabbed his hat and hurried over to Grady Hospital to make a per- 
sonal visit and we learned the youngster was getting along fine. 

With the March of Dimes beating its urgent rhythm once more 
in Atlanta, the following letter has come from the motker who 
telephoned that day. Because it offers so much encouragement 
and answers so many of the pressing questions, I think it should 
be shared: . 

“It seems impossible that several months have passed since 

that strange and unreal day when I telephoned you to tell you 

that our daughter was in Grady with polio. As you knew I 

have always meant to write a little something about a parent's 
with a child having polio. 

“Since reading Dr. Robert Bennett’s analysis of infantile 
paralysis in The Constitution I feel deeply that the experience 
of parents in this matter will in a small way tie ont. Dr. Ben- 

nett’s ie weadeal analysis. 

“So many questions have been asked my nusband and me 
from other parents t I would like to share our story of polio 
to alleviate some of the terror in the minds of other parents. 
“The first point that I would make is that our policy 
of ‘when in doubt call the doctor’ for a child’s illness may have 
_in the past years cost us a few unnecessary dollars, but in this 
one Pon Bal it paid us off'a hundredfold. It was because 
the pediatrician had followed her illness, slight though it 

to be, from the first day’s sore throat that he was able 
to find the very first signs of polio and take her within the 
hour to the polio clinic at Grady, that her damages were held 
to a minimum. 

“The “disease progressed in this manner: Two days of sore 
throat, with slight fever, a nausea that developed on the third 
day, dizziness on the fourth day. The doctor caught the very 
first signs of polio that fourth day in her reflexes. So, again, 
from a parent’s position as to calling the doctor—call him. 

“Within minutes after the child’s arrival at the hospital the 
staff had a tube taped onto her face, taking pure oxygen into 
her nostrils. Two doctors and nurses worked with her before 
the papers were taken entering her into the hospital. : 

“Since our little girl is nearly 12 she was completely ap- 
preciative of the excellent care she received. Later she told 
us that she was ‘looked at’ every 15 minutes around the clock 
while she was critical, and that all the time she was a patient 
in the polio clinic she had her temperature and blood pressure 
taken every two hours around the clock. - 

“Complete consideration is manifested on the part of the 
Polio Foundation from the viewpoint of finances, for the par- 
ents are called in and told that if they can pay the costs the 
money will be welcomed by the Foundation. If they can pay 
part of the costs, that is satisfactory. But if they cannot pay 
anything at all that is what the March of Dimes is for. The 
hospital bills are not sent to the parents but to the Founda- 
tion, where they are paid.. Any repayments are made later by 

. the parents to the Foundation. Thus, financia] disaster and 
‘ ‘Worry and inconvenience is taken from the parents when they 
most need to get all possible mental relief. 

“But what next of the stricken child? As soon as any 
patient passes through the contagious stage, within a limited 
number of days, the doctors decide where she must go: te 
/Warm Springs, if that is necessary; to Aidmore, if more hos- 

italization is indicated, but Warm Springs not necessary; or 
home, if the situation can be handled by parents as yet un- 
». trained in therapy. 

“Our child left Grady for hospitalization at Aidmore, then 

* to Emory University Hospital as an out-patient. Children of 
._ some friends went to Aidmore as out-patients. It depends on 
what is needed. Others, of course, to Warm Springs. 

“Since our child needed work in a pool to hold the weight of 
her body, she was assigned to Emory University Hospital, 
where she takes the full round of rehabilitation. She goes into 
the warm pool, works under a therapist in the gym, takes 
occasional therapy where she gets emotional and intellectual 
satisfaction, coupled to physical exercise that helps her weak 
muscles. For example, she needed to strengthen her calf 
muscles in the right leg, so for weeks she peddled an old- 

-fashioned sewing machine, making innumerable aprons, lunch- 
eon sets and other items which she used for Christmas presents. 
Now she is working on toe muscles, so she peddlés something 
that looks like a bicycle, but that is fastened to a saw that 
cuts wood. With this Rube Goldberg affair she is making a 
wooden jig-saw puzzle. Thus, occupational therapy becomes 
fun 


“Polio victims may be physically handicapped, but the Polio 
Foundation sees to it that emotionally and mentally and social- 
ly they are highly developed. They are stimulated and well- 
balanced during all the program of rehabilitation. The word 
‘invalid’ is ancient history. 

“From a mother’s point of view, one other phase of polio 
needs to be brought before other parents. 

“Tf you have a child you ought to know that half the money 
that goes into the March of Dimes goes for research. This is 
as it should be. It means that half the money taken in every 
year goes to make it nearer that a serum or vaccine will be 
made that will some day be given to all our chiJdren to pre- 
vent their ever having polio. Just as smallpox and diphtheria 
can be made impossible for your child by serum, so one fine 
day will polio. Therefore, for every dollar that you give to 
the March of Dimes for the care of children who have had this 
disease and who must be rehabilitated, give another dollgr for 
research. 

“As a parent [feel forever grateful to the polio staff for 

their complete competence in the magnitude of their task and | 
for their understanding of the anguish of the parents whose 
children they take over. 
. “If your child ever has polio the doctors and nurses who 
will assume responsibility for your child’s life will be trained 
from the funds of the March of Dimes. So iet’s call it the 
March of Dollars.”

“office cook” borrows one of these, you may be interested i& 
the newest additions to our Cookbook Library. 


Cookbooks are more interest- 
ing to me than novels, so last 
week I actually read several of 
these. I use a special technique 
of always reading a cookbook 
after dinner.. Then I’m not so 
tempted. However, one book, 
New Chinese Recipes, almost 
forced me to lock the kitchen so 
I couldn’t go out there and ex- 
periment. ‘ 

“New Chinese Recipes,” by 
Fred Wing (published by Edel- 
muth Company, N. Y,), is a col- 
lection of Cantonese style reci- 
pes using only ingredients than 
can be bought in neighborhood 
stores. Fred Wing is a young 
Chinese New York restaura- 
teur. Mabel Stegneu a New 
York home economist. Fred 
cooked the Chinese dishes slow- 
ly so that Mabel could translate 
his artistry into definite meas- 
urements and scientific cookery 
terms any American homemaker 
can follow. The book includes 
recipes for soups, meats, poultry, 
sea food, vegetables, and a sec- 
tion called “Yum-Chow” recipes. 
Many recipes are illustrated and 
all have the Chinese as well as 
the American name. 

How do these sound: chicken 
egg drop soup with watercress; 
beef with tomatoes and green 
pepper; sweet and pungent pork; 
shrimps with lobster sauce; egg 
roll; barbecued shrimps; sweet 
and sour meat balls, and of 
course almond cakes.

BRUSSELS, Belgium—France has re- 
covered! Paris is her alluring self. From 


the Belgian border through Vervins, Laon, 
Ss ge S Soissons, Paris, Orleans, Tours, Angou- 
leas, St. Aigulin, in a week’s auto trip Max and I saw noth- 
ing which showed signs of a terrible war. Roads in good 
condition, hotels renovated, food plentiful, wine cheap and 


excellent. 

Brussels is 296 kilometers from 
Paris. If you get a late start 
lunch in Vervins at La Tour du 
Roy, truly Frenchy with its tow- 
ers and courtyard and tasty cook- 
ing. 

A gray blotting-out fog had 
settled on and around Paris. It 
was like driving in a tunnel. We 
stop at the Grand Hotel with 
its Cafe de la Paix. Took room

ment,” 416. We thought the serv- 
ice atrocious. BUT—it was our 
lack of ingenuity! A big card 
stated SERVICE, above it on the 
wall a little house phone. We 
tried it. Silence. We flipped it 
up and we flipped it down.

So huffy we sally forth 
to complain. At the desk in the 
lobby they tested the phone in 
416, They report, “It works per- 
fectly.”
